Not being able to reach a policeman 
immediately in the district by telephone, 
the desk sergeant rang a police box 
in front of Patrick Flaherty’s grocery 
Store at 6786 Manchester avenue, and 
toid him to be on the lookout for the 
youth. 

A few minutes later a stranger en- 
tered Flaherty’s store and presented 
a St. Louls Union Trust Co. 
for $14.90, with “John Davis” named 
as the payee and with 
Bridge Co.” as the signature. Fla- 
herty contrived to reach a telephone 
in a booth without awaking the vis- 
itor’s misgivings and called Aylward, 
who instructed him to hold the sus- 
pect in conversation until a police- 
man arrived. 

Patrolman Buckley reached the 
store 15 minutes later and arrested 
the .youth, who said he was Arlo 
Sigman, 17 years old, of 4401A Rut- 
ger street. 

Has Other Checks, 

In his pocket was found a check 
for $24.50 drawn to the order of 
“Charles Leifield.” Like the other 
two, it was signed “American Bridge 
Co.” and was on St. Louls Union 
Trust Co. paper. He also had a num- 
ber of blank checks of the German 
Savings Institution. 

Sigman said at first that he had 
won the pay checks of several em- 
ployes. of the bridge company in a 
craps game. But when the *police 
detected that the indorsements on 
the checks were ail in the same hand- 
writing, the prisoner confessed he 
had taken blank checks from desks 
in the two banks and had forged 
them. 

The prisoner said he was a glazier 
and that, until last April, he Was em- 
ployed as a shipping clerk at 411 
Olive street. 


WILSON FAR IN LEAD IN 
NEW YORK HERALD POLL 


Roosevelt Second in Personal 
Canvass of 24,000 Voters in 
Various States. 


2sEW YORK; Sept. 29.—The New York 
Herald this morning prints the first of 
a series of canvasses from which It 
finds Gov. Wilson strongly in the lead, 
with, Roosevelt second and Taft far 
in the rear. It made a personal poll 
of 24,000 voters In New York, Connecti- 
cut, Delaware, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, Ohio, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, Vest Virginia and Wyoming. 
These 24,000 voters divided as follows: 
Wilson, 11,164: Roosevelt, 7,147; Taft, 
4,784; Debs, 1800. 

The canvass shows Taft leads Roose- 
velt in most of the states, but where 
Roosevelt is strong he seems very 
strong. A tabulated statement showing 
previous allegiance of voters indicates 
Roosevelt will get nearly his entire 
vote from the Republican party.

Room Torn Up When Husband Finds Mrs. Ziehme’s: Body

Notes Tell of Her Determination 
to Kill Herself Because of 
Husband’s Conduct. 





TWO WOUNDS IN HER HEAD 
Room of Von Versen Avenue 
Home Wrecked in Quarrel 
Friday, Wife Writes. 








In the midst of a scene of domestic 
devastation, the body of Mrs. Augusta 
Ruth Ziehme, 40 years old, was found 
at 6:15 last evening in her bedroom on 
the second floor of her Cabanne home 
at 5881 Von Versen avenue. Two: bullet 
holes were in her head, and a revolver 
in her right, hand. 

Only the bed on which the woman lay 
had been spared in the general wrecking 
of the room. The table was smashed; a 
large jardiniere was in fragments; torn, 
books and shattered picture frames lay 
on the floor; articles of jewelry were 
about; the bureau mirror was 
broken, and a tiger skin rug was crum- 


pled and thrust into a corner. 

Patrolinan Nicholson was called to 
the house from Delmar and Hasilton 
avenues, soon after the woman’s hus- 
band, Edward H. Ziehme, secretary of 
the Barnes-Smith Mercantile Co., had 
returned to the house. The policeman 
was called by M. E. Weiser, a salesman 
for Ziehme’s firm, who said Ziehme has 
invited him to the house for dinner. 

Notes Tell of Pian to Kill Self. 

Two notes, found in the death room 
and the room adjoining, told of the 
woman’s determination to kill herself 
because of her husband’s drinking and 
his recent conduct toward her. The 
notes also referred to the wrecking of 
the articles in the room as having oc- 
curred during a quarrel Friday night. 

Mrs. Morgan L. Baker of Richmond 
Heights, 
the notes were in her handwriting. Aft- 
er hearing her statement, Capt. Hanna, 
in charge of a squad of policemen aid 
who were investigating the 
case, gave it as his opinion that Mrs. 
Ziehme killed herself. 

He said he could not explain how the 
woman could have inflicted the two 
mortal wounds in succession, and that 
he would leave this matter to the Coro- 


lay

ner for determination. 


Another element of mystery in the 
case was furnished by Mrs. Ziehme’s 
shoes, which lay near the bed, and 
which were marked with bloody finger 
prints. That she could have removed 
her shees after inflicting the wounds 
seemed to the police difficult to believe. 
The shoes were taken in charge by de- 
tectives. 

The body of a pretty Scotch collfe 
dog, named Darby, the pet of the 
household, was found in the kitéhen. 
One of the notes contained the stat<- 
ment that the dog had been killed 
with chloroform,'. because Ziehme 
lately had been cruel to it. 


Husband Sitting in Hallway. 


Patrolman Nicholson’ reported that 
Weiser approached him as he stood on 


_Delmar boulevard, and, drawing him 


to one side, said quietly that a suicide 
had occurred in a neighboring house, 
When he reached the Von Versen ave- 
nue dwelling, the patrolman said, he 
found Ziehme seated ![n an arm chair 
in the hallway, seemingly half stupe- 
fied. The house was dark. 

“Go on upstairs,” said the husband, 
waving his hand toward the stairway, 
hardly distinguishable in the gloom 
One of Yhe front rooms upstairs was 
open, and the policeman, entering it, lit 
the gas. He then saw the woman's 
body lying on the bed, clad in a laven 
der dressing gown, and noted with sur- 
prise the wrecked condition of the room. 

He stepped into the hall to make sure 
that the husband was stil] there, and 
saw that he had not moved. He then 
went bac«x and discovered the revolver, 
lying just beneath the right hand, whose 
fingers were in the position of having 
held the weapon. 

One of the bullet wounds was in the 
left temple, the other was in the fore- 
head over the left eye. The space be-- 
tween seemed depressed, as if from a 
blow. ‘lnere was also a blue mark, like 
a bruise, on the right wrist. 

Nicholson called other policemen by 
telephone, and, aided by Weiser, went 
on With the investigation. He found two 
notes. One was on the mantel of the 
bedroom, and was addressed to the Cor- 
éner. It read: 

“My husband, crazed by drink, has 
driven me to this. He has circulated 
lies about m3, who have always been a 
faithful and loving wife to >»im. 

“A. R. ZIEHME.” 


Note for Nephew Who “Moved.” 
The second note found was in the ad- 
joining room, and was addressed to 
“Harold.” This, it was learned, was 
Harold Scott, 26 years old, Ziehme’s 
nephew, who has lived in the house for 
three months. Hs ts a law school grad- 
uate, “and came here from Clear Lake, 
lo. He is said to have left the house 
late Friday night, carrying a grip which 
contained part of hjs effects. The rea- 
son for his departures is supposed to 
have been the quarrel between his uncle 
and aunt, 4

DOCTOR SWALLOWS 
FISHBONE AND 3 
DAYS LATER DIES 


jtlaiinlaien ‘Cues Caused. by Bone 
Lodging in Throat Fatal to 
Dr. A. H. Friedeberg. 





Dr. A. H. Friedeberg, 40 years old, 
of 3349 South Jefferson avenue, died 
yesterday morning while sitting in a 
chair in his office, from strangulation 
caused by a minute fishbone which 


had lodged in his throat since 
Wednesday evening. .- 

Dr. Friedeberg had white fish for 
dinner that evening When the small 





fishbone stuck in his throat it pained 
him slightly for a few minutes and 
then the pain seemed to pass off. He 
gave no further thought to the inci- 
dent that night. 

Thursday morning. however, the 
pain in his throat had returned and 
during the day he called at the office 
of Dr. Roy .P. Scholtz, a specialist, fh 
the Metropolitan Building. 

Feared Bejng ltatruder. 

“When he found there were other 
patients in the office,” Dr. Scholz told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, “he was not 
going to wait and I found him in an 
outer room writing a note in which 
he. was informing me that he had 
called on some slight matter that was 
not of any particular importance, 

‘He told me what was troubling him, 
but insisted that there was nothing se- 
rious about the matter. So I made an 
appointment for him to come back 
Friday. 

“He did not come, and I called up his 
home, and then he promised to come 
in the afternoon. He did not keep this 
latter appointment. either. 

Death Due te Oedema of Glottin, 

“His death, in al! probability, was 
due to what we call ‘oedema of the 
glottis. This is rather unusual in cases 
where fish bones. have lodged: in the 
throat of a person. Generally the ac- 
tions of the organs in subsequcnt swal- 
lowing force the fish bone down. But 
in rare instances, as in.the’case of Dr. 
Friedeberg, these same swallowing ac- 
tlons act as a hammer that makes the 
bone more secure in th throat, as a 
nail would be driven into a board by 
being struck on its head. 

“The oedema, or swelling, sometimes 
develops very quickly, closing up the 
windpipe and strangling the victim. That 
was probably what happened in Dr.

Discussing the recent demand for 
home rule for the cities, Gov. Hadley de- 
clared that it was necessary to g0 back 
to the administrations of Governors 
Stone, Stephens and Dockery to get a 
correct understanding of why there had 
been a desire for home rule. During 
those administrations, the Governor said 
under the direction and protection of the 
police, gangs of repeaters were organ- 
ized and herded by saloonke=2pers to pad 
the, registration lists and vote as re- 
peaters. 
A carnival of crime and outrages upon 
the ballot box resulted. The system was 
so flagrantly outrageous, he said, that 
the people demanded home rule to put 
an end to these conditions. 
The demand of t'e people for ~OnNe 
rule to stop the outrages upon the b.'‘- 
lot box had ceased. the Governor sali, 
and the only demand for home rule 
came now from people who wished to 
evade the enforcement of the liguor 
laws, or who believed itn home-rule 1s 
an economic theory of governmen‘.

He criticised Ma- 
jor sharply for claiming credit for the 
success of the prosecution of the Stand- 
ard Of trust, which Hadley, as Attor- 
ney-General, instituted and carried to 
| | in the State 
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question of whether a Federal issue had 
been involved. He paid so little atten- 
tion to the case, Hadley said, that he 
was not even in the Supreme Court 
when the Standard Oil attorneys pre- 
sented their arguments, but was out on 
a pleasure trip. 

He said Major was trying to claim 
credit for the victory, although he had 
played a very minor part in the real 
work of the litigation. The same was 
true of the Harvester Trust, Beef Trust 
and Lumber Trust litigation,. all of 
which Hadley said he started. 


Tells of Suits Failing 
He said that Major had instituted an 


ouster suit against the Bell Telephone 
Co., and after examining a few wit- 
nesses, had stated publicly that he had 
obtained enough evidence to convict the 
corporation of violation of the anti-trust 
laws. The suit had never been prose- 
cuted, Hadley said. He said Major had 
also instituted a suit to drive all the 
railroads out of the State for violation 
of the anti-trust laws in that they had 
charged 3 cents a mile for passenger 
fare, but that the suit was so ill ad- 
vised and poorly prepared that it was 
never seriously considered by the Su- 
preme Court.

Candidate Says Official Acts 
Have Been Praiseworthy— 
Declares for Home Rule. 


The Odeon was filled with a strictly 
regular Republican crowd when John 
Schmoll, chairman of the City Central 
Committee, escorted John C. McKinley, 
candidate for Governor, and Congress 
man L. C. Dyer to the stage and opened 
the meeting with a brief speech intro- 
ducing McKinley. 

The candidate for Governor an- 
nounced in the beginning that he 
might digress from the speech he 
had prepared for the press, a 
lengthy document containing about 
11,000 words, which if printed in full 
would occupy 11 columns of news- 
paper space. 

lie did digress at the end of his 
speech to pay a tribute to the Had- 
ley administration in which he gave 
the Governor credit for doing more 
to promote the welfare of Missouri 
and advertise the State than had 
been done by any four Democratic 
governors. 

Among the points touched on by 
McKinley in his own defense was his 
attitude in regard to prohibition. He 
said he had never been a prohibition- 
ist and that his vote had always been 
recorded on the side of the most 
liberal policy. 

In regard to home rule he said 
that: he had been telling the people 
out in the State that residents of 
St. Louis, had no more to do with 
managing their municipal affairs 
than the Hotténtots had, and that 
he thought the system was wrong. 

On the much discussed subject of 
his attitude toward tabor McKinley 
spoke of the criticism his plan to 
have school books printed by con- 
vicets and the protest this idea had 
aroused. 

He said he was now and had ever 
been the true friend of the laboring 
man and his cause and that his views 
on the school book question were 
published long before he was homi- 

nated. 

Not Opposed to Organized Labor. 

McKinley said his recommendatio 
was what a legislative commission by 
appointed to investirate and report o 
the practicability of making schoolboot 
for the elementary grades by a portio 
of convict labor, the same to be fu 
nished free to the school children 
the. State. 


State Committee Planned to Keep Ac- 
tion Secret. 

The State Committee had intended to 
keep its action on the Hadley resolution 
secret, but Senator Whitledge and Sec- 
retary Findly and other speakers talked 
in such a loud tone of voice that they 
could be heard all over the parlor floors 
of the Planters Hotel. When the meet- 
ing adjourned the members of the com- 
mittee were surprised to read of the 
committee’s action In the final editions 
of the newspapers, 

Finding that the secret was out, the 
committee made no further effort to 
conceal what had been done. It was 
announced sinh: Whe anf negative vote 
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ground that the failure of Gov. Hadley 
to speak would be construed by Pro- 
gressives who were coming into the Re- 
publican party that Hadley was against 
Taft and that these voters would go in 
great numbers into the Progressive par- 
ty for keeps. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the committee meeting was a report 
by Col. Erastus Livingston Morse, the 
Excelsior Springs politician, of his visit 
to Gov. Hadley at the Jefferson Hotel, 
Col. Morse has been trying to “smoke 
the Governor out’ ever since the Chi- 
cago convention. 


Gov. Hadley has taken the stand that 
in view of what occurred at Chicago, 
and especially since he. as floor leanne 
for Roosevelt, had declared that Taft's 
nomination by the seating of what he 
called fraudulent delegates, war taint- 
ed, he could not afford to declare for 
Taft. 

Col. Morse said that he warmed a 
chair in one of Gov. Hadley’s recep- 
tion rooms yesterday for an hour and 
vas invited in after the Governor's 
‘riends had seen that he would not 
‘oO away without getting an auii- 
enece, 

Morse said he asked Gov. Hadley 
Ivntly whether he was going to de- 
‘lare for Taft of Roosevelt. he 

overnor answered that he did aot 
know what to do, according to Morse, 
vhereupon Morse told him that he 
ought to declare either for Taft or 
toosevelt, and let the people know 

‘sere he stood, 

Morse related that the Governor said 
he could not support Roosevelt, and did 
not think he ought to support Taft. This 
attitude on the part of the Governor, 
Morse said, made it incumbent upon the 
State Committee to either force the 
Governor into line, or withdraw the in- 
vitation. 


Vacancies Filled. 
The climax came after the committee 


had nominated William J. Mauthe, pres- 
ident of the German-American Bank of 
De Soto, for State Auditor, to fill the 
vacancy created by the refusal of Green 
B. Greer, a Roosevelt man, to accept 
the nomination which he won without 
opposition in the State primary, and had 
also filled six vacancies on the presi- 
dential electors’ ticket. 

The new electors chosen by the com- 
mittee were: North T. Gentry of Co- 
lumbia, elector at large, to succeed R. 
S. Harvey of Eldon; A. C. Fink of Hale, 
to fill the vacancy caused by the resig- 
ration of Joseph Pfeiffer, representing 
the Second District; A. J. Althouse of 
Cameron, to succeed A. W. Butler, of 
the Third District; Vincent Gilpin of 
St. Joseph, to succeed John Albus of 
the Fourth District: R. H. Merrill of 
Greenfield, to succeed Marvin E. Bois- 
seau, of the Sixth District, and J. T. 
Brown of New Madrid, to succeed J. H. 
Tanner of the Fourttenth District. 

The six electors nominated at the Re- 
publican State convention in St. Louis 
in April resigned because they were 
for Roosevelt, and had declared that if 
they were elected in November they 
would vote for Roosevelt instead of 
Taft. 

Their resignations were voluntary, 
but gladly were accepted by the State 
Committee. If any other vacancies oc- 
cur, a special meeting of the cummit- 
tee will have to be called to fill ghem.

TAFT URGES REPUBLICANS 
TO SAVE THE PARTY 
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\In Fi-st Prepared Acdres: Since Nomination 
He Declares Progressives Are held 
Together by 1. R. s Fersoi ality. 





By Associated Press. 
BEVERLY, Mass., Sept. 28.—Presi- 


dent Taft made a direct plea ‘today 
to Republicans to vote the Repub- 
lican ticket and not desert the party 


at the polls in November, in order 
to defeat the third party and Roose- 
velt. It was the first prepared po- 
litical address he has made since his 
speech accepting the Chicago nom- 
ination. 

It was delivered from a temporary 
stand erected on the grounds at Para- 
matta before the Republican clubs 
of Essex County and representatives 
of Beverly. 

The speaker devoted particular at- 
tention to the third party for the 
first time since its formation. He 
mentioned Roosevelt and Gov. Wil- 
son several times by name in con- 
nection with their views on political 
or economic subjects. 


“There is one issue in this cam- 
paign of even greater fundamental 
and permanent importance to the 
Government and the people than the 
tariff and prosperity,” said the Presi- 
dent, beginning his attack on the 
third party. “That is the preserva- 
tion of the institutions of civil lib- 
erty as they were handed down to us 
by our forefathers ig the Constitution 
of the United States and the State 
constitutions, which were modeled 
afver it. ' 

Denounces Third Party. 

“A third party has split off from 
the Republican party. not for any 
one principle or, indeed, on any prin- 
ciple at all, but merely to gratify 
personal ambition and vengeance, 
and, in the gratification of that per- 
sonal ambition and vengeance, every 
new fad and theory, some of them 
good. some of them utterly imprac- 
ticable. some of them as socialistic as 
anything that has been proposed in 
the countries of Europe, many having 
no relation’ to national jurisdiction 
or policy, have been crowded into a 
platform in order to tempt the votes 
of enthusiastic supporters of each of 
these proposed reforms, 

This new party is not united on 
any cohesive principle, and is only 
kept together by the remarkable 
personality’ of its leader. 

‘Were he to die the party would go 
to pieces, for ‘the cause,’ of which so 
many glibly speak, it utterly fncapable 
of definition, in view of the crazy- 
quiit character of the platform. 

“But there is running through the 
entire declared policy of the third party 
an entire willingness to destroy every 
limitation of constitutional represent- 
ative government, in order that by 
short cuts these various reforms, in- 
consistent as they may be~and many 
of them are with each other—may be 
accomplished by the decree cf a be- 
nevo'ent despotism, to be supported 
by the hero worshipping, emotional, un- 
discriminating. superficially minded ind 
non-thinking people. 

‘Says There Is No Chance, 

“Fortunately there is not the sight- 
est chance of the success of the third 
party. Its chief purpose is to defeat 
the Republican party. and even in that 
there is every possibility that it wil} 
be disappointed. It nas been suggested 
that Republicans should votc the Dem- 
ocratic ticket In order to defoat Roose- 
velt. Men who do this will act most 
blindly, for their votes, though neces- 
sary to defeat Roosevelt, will aid the 
cause of the Democracy, with whom 
they have no sypmathy, especially in 
the policy of tariff for revenue. only, 
bring a disturbance to business and :n 
end of prosperity. 

“There is no need of our being put 
on the defensive. The flood of unjust 
denunciations, to which the Republican 
party has been subjected has no real 
fodndation or justification. It Is we 
who should be in the forefront affirm-

The burden of much of the President's 
speech Was ‘“‘prosperity.” He began by 
pointing how the nation’s mills and 
factories, are humming with business, 


declared that protection and Republican 
rue are responsible for this and asked 
his nearers if they remembered the days 
of 189 and 1897, when fo said, interfer- 
ence with the country’s economic policy 
brought on hard times. Passing on to 
the tariff, he said: 


Change in Tariff. 

“A change in-our tarif? is net neces- 
sarily destructive. It depends on the 
principles upon which the change ‘ts 
carried out.

.4ries, the Democrats, by the prépositi >n 
that the protective tariff is unconsti*u- 
tional and we may therefore assume, 
in the opinion of the Democratic party 
no tariff which does not protect, or 
which is drawn to protect ought to re- 
main on the statute books. 


“Now if this declaration of the plat- 
form means anything we must accept it 
as indicating an intention radically to 
change our economic policy and that 
makes certain the distirbance of busi- 
ness, the frightening of capital, he 
closing of factories and the coming of 
hard times. 


“Now the distir-guished leader of. the 
Democratic party Gov. Wilson, has not 
dwelt with any tremendous emphusis 
upoa .the provision of the Democratic 
platform that declares a protective tar- 
iff unconstitutional and ke has hastened 
to assure the business community that 
if the change comes, and if the tariff 
is to be reduced, it must be done in 
such a way as to not interfere with 
business. 


“We cannot assume that the leader of 
the Democratic party is to depart from 
ths course of the majority in Congress.

ST LOUISANS SAI 
10 BE VICTIMS I 
$1 000,000 FRAUD 


.T. F. Meyer Reported to Have 
Bought Mine Stock From 
Cleveland Brothers. 








By Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 28.—Three 
Chicago men said to have been impli- 
cated in the operations of James H. 
and R. Thomas McNicholas, who are 
charged by Federal officials with 
having misused the mails in selling 
$1,000,000 worth of mining stocks in 
Cleveland and Northern Ohio, may 
be arrested. Several Clevelanders who 
are alleged to have exchanged their 
names and influence for stock in the 
McNicholas ventures also are likely 
to be asked to explain their connec- 
tion with the promoters. 


This was the statement here today 
of George T. Biggs of Elyria, O., 
whose private investigations in be- 
half of himself and a number of the 
McNicholas brothers’ clients have 
furnished the basis for a great deal 
of the Government’s case. Biggs 
claims to have sunk $20,000 in min- 
ing stock he bought from the broth- 
ers. He declares he will prosecute 
every one connected with the case. 


Stock Sold Here. 

Biggs said today that the McNich- 
Olas brothers sold stock in St. Louis 
and Chicago, as well as in Ohio towns, 
and even extended their operations 
to Germany. According to him, James 
H. McNicholas even exchanged mine 
stock for apartment houses and a 
shoé store, and at one time included 
in his activities a brick- making busi- 
ness ang a boarding house. 

He names, among other investors, 
Theodore F, Meyer of St. Louis, 
wholesale druggists, and C. F. Math- 
ersmith of Chicago, who, he says, 
took over stock valued at several 
hundred thousand dollars. 

Word was received here today that 
Postoffice Inspector Clement, who 
went to Portland, Ore., with a war- 
rant for the McNicholases, is return- 
ing to Cleveland accompanied by 
Frank and J. P. McNicholas, brothers 
of the accused, who will be witnesses 
before the grand jury here. Federal 
officials here say they have no fear 
but that they will be able to locate 
James H. and R, Thomas McNicholas. 
Frank and J. P. are not implicated in 
any manner. 

Residents of Conneaut Invested ap- 
proximately $500,000 in the MecNicho- 
las ventures, according to their. own 
statements. today.

ROOSEVELT MAKES 
REPLY 10 WILSON 
INATLANTASPEEGH 


Colonel Says Democratic Nomi- 
nee’s Statements About Him 
Are Reverse of the Truth. 


TAKES RAP AT TAFT, TOO

President’s. Attitude Towards 
Trusts Same as Governor’s, 
Declares Ex-President. | 


ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 28.—Gov. Wood- 
row Wilson was charged by Col. Roose- 
velt here tonight with making state- 
ments in regard to his position which 
were “not merely untruths, but the di- 
rect reverse of the truth.” 

Speaking before a large crowd, the 
ex-President took up recent statements 
of the Democratic candidate and denied 
them flatly. He said Gov. Wilson did 
not believe some of those things and 
knew that Col. Roosevelt had never 
said them. . 

Col. Roosevelt spent the day in cam- 
paigning across Alabama and Georgia. 
In spite of a rain which fell steadily 
until almost sundown, he was received 
at the larger places by crowds which 
cheered him. 

At Macon this afternoon he spoke to 
several thousand persons. Col. Roose- 
velt reached Atlanta this evening and 
will remain here over night. 

Says Wilson and Taft Agree. 

“Tt is curious to see,’’ he said here 
tonight, “how Messrs. Taft and Wilson 
are drawing together in their hostility 
to the Progressive party and its prin- 
ciples. On the great issues of the day 
the Democratic and Republican plat- 
forms are in fundamental sympathy. 
lor, in reality, the difference between 
the two old parties on these issues is 
a mere difference of-sound-and fury in 
declamation, there being no difference 
whatever in action and hardly a real 
difference ewen in proposed action. In 
their attitudes toward the group of 
questions dealing with labor and with 
social and industrial justice; in their 
attitudes toward the courts and their 
attitudes toward trusts Messrs. Wilson 
and Taft -stand on the same = ground. 
They neither of them have one prac- 
tical proposition to make looking toward 
betterment of a single evil in our social 
and industria! life. 

“It is doubtless because Mr. Wilson 
has no clear convictions on these great 
problems that he is so utterly vague in 
his propositions for remedying the evils 
he admits exist. For.this he is to be 
pardoned; but he Is not to be pardoned 
when he deliberately misstates my posi- 
tion. When I quote Mr. Wilson I give 
his words verbatim as contained in the 
reports of his speeches in newspapers 
frinedly to him. 

Dentes Wilson’s Statements. 

“Mr. Wilson affects to quote me 
when he deliberately quotes me in what 
I have never said and what I am ob- 
liged to say he must know that I nevar 
said. At Boston day before yesterday. 
he stated that I had said that it was 
‘inevitable’ that the trusts should ‘build 
up an irresistible power’; that I ‘despair 
of replacing the power’ and that I ‘suz- 
gest that we try our best to make the 
trusts good, pitiful, kind and just’ anid 
that we ‘transfer our own affairs to 
those, who by subtlety have combined 
against us.’ Now every one of these 
statements is simply not true. 

“Mr. Wilson asserted that I did an 
‘illegal thing in order to build to an 
irristible power’ in permitting the pur- 
chase by the United States Steel Cor- 
poration of the Tennessee Coal and 
fron Co. As to this I need only refer 
to my testimony before the Stanley 
Committee. It is simple nonsense to 
say that I did an ‘illegal thing.’ Mr. 
Wilson does not believe it himself. 


Intimates He Had Nerve. 
“IT don’t know whether Mr. Wilson, 


in mY place, would have acted as I 
did; but I do know that if he had not 
so acted, it would have been because 
he lacked the nerve to meet a great 
national crisis in such fashion that in- 
terests of the people should be served 
even though because of serving them 
he was himself subsequently to be ex- 
posed to attack. 

“The other day Mr. Taft expressed, as 
Mr. Willison had already expressed, his 
apprehension lest under the system we 
proposed the trusts would own the Gov- 
ernment. Such fear is utterly ground- 
less. The slightest thought would show 
both these worthy alarmists that their 
timidity is not justified. All they have 
to do is to look at the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. At every point in 
his program Mr. Wilson is fertile in 
speech about the evils, but when it 
comes to a remedy he not only has no 
efficient remedy to propose himself, but 
he confines himself to opposing reme- 
dies that really would be efficient. 

“At New Haven the other day Mr. 
Wilson opposed the recall of judges. 
This speech is thoroughly characteris- 
tic of Mr. Wilson’s whole attitude. He 
says that the treatment proposed is to 
treat the symptoms involved of the dis- 
ease, but that the disease lies deeper, 
but he-gives no hint of what the dis- 
ease is or what is the remedy. He says 
there can be no ‘moral objection’ to re- 
moving wicked judges, and he opposes 
the recall.’”"

MEXICAN REVOLT 


‘Rebellious Indians Thought to| 
Have Put Cyanide of Po- 
tassium in City’s Supply. 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 28.—Death by 
poison is a new menace added by 
rebellious Indians operating about 
the City of Oazaca, whose residents 
fear to drink water. Chemists are 
testing for traces of cyanide of pot- 
assium in the city’s water supply. 

Agroup of rebels are declared to 
have ehtered the Natividad Mining 
Camp in the Ixtlan District and de- 
manded strychnine;« declaring their 
intention of poisoning the drinking 
water in the regions which are not 
under their control They were un- 
able to secure strychnine, but a man 
who had worked in the reduction 
plants of mines suggested that cya- 
nide was much better for their pur- 
pose. Delighted at the discovery, the 
band rode away, carrying 200 pounds 
of that poison. 3 

The rebels sald they would first 
use the cyanide to poison the springs 
at San Felipe, from which much of} 
the water used in the city of Oazaca 
is piped. Last night a small band of 
rebels was discovered in the neigh- 
borhood of the springs, and driven 
off by Federal] troops. The rebel loss 
is given at 11 killed. 

From Tiangistengo, State of Mex+ 
ico. where a battle was fought 
Wednesday and Thursday, the Fed- 
erals report they found on the field 
many rifles with the breech blown 
out, testifying to the efficacy of the 
nitroglycerin cartridges, which a 
Government agent tricked the sa ae 
tistag into buying.

That the products of St. Leuls fac- 
tories are increasing in volume moré 
rapidly than the growth of popula- 
tion in the city's possible domestié 
trade territory, and that the only 
remedy for this over-production is 
the development of export business, 
particularly with Central and South 
America, is the conclusion of an ex- 
haustive report just completed by 
the Foreign Trade Committee of the 
Business Men's League.

New York, Sept. 28.—Charges that 
both the spirit and letter of the 4de- 
cree dissolving the Standard Oil Co. 
of New Jersey are being violated, 
were sent to the Department of Jus- 
tice at Washington today by 8. W, 
fordyce Jr., counsel for the Waters 
Pierce Oil Co. 

The charges are contained in a 
i;memorandum submitted by Fordyce 
and are based on testimony at hear- 
ings in New York and elsewhere in 
the litigation involving the right of 
the Standard Oil to name officers and 
directors of the Waters Pierce Co. 

“So far as we have proceeded with 
our testimony,” declares Fordyce, 
“we have shown that every subsidi- 
ary company is absolutely dominated 
and controlled by the majority own- 
ers of the stock of the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey, and that the same 
men who were put in these sub- 
sidiary companies at the time of dis- 
solution by the leading men in the 
New Jersey company were all re- 
elected at the subsequent annual 
meeting by the proxies held by the 
principal stockholders of the Stand- 
ard Ol] Co. of New Jersey. 

Metheds Not Changed. 

“We have shown that there also 
has been no real or substantial dif- 
ference in the method of doing busi- 
ness of any of those companies since 
the dissolution.” 

Fordyce further asserts that the 
testimony has proven that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey Is 
still a holding company, and owns 
and controls many oil companies en- 
gaged in interstate and foreign com- 
merce, and that it has used at least 
two companies—the American Petro- 
leum and Deutsche-Amertkanishe-Pe- 
troleum Gesellschaft—te assist in 
maintaining the control of the Texas 
refineries against which the United 
States obtained a decree. 

The Texas refineries, Fordyce sets 
forth, were consolidated under the name /¥ 5 
of the Magnolia Petroleum Co., in whicn, || 
according to testimony, John D. Arch- 
bold and H. C. Folger Jr. are large 
stockholderg, and whose bended indebt- 
edness was until recently held by the 
Standard Oj] Co, of New York. 

“It is significant,”’ says Fordyce, ‘“‘that 
the New York eempceny continued to 
hold the bonds of the Magnolia company 
until April, 1912, when the Investigation 
of the Department of Justice had al- 
ready commenced,

Boston excels on the left-hand side 
of the diamond, New York on_ the 
right hand side. Heine Wagner is far 
ahead of Fletcher as a shortstop, and 
Gardner is a better third baseman than 
Herzog. Opposed to this, Merkls at 
first and Doyle at second excel Stahl 
and Yerkes. Gardiner is fast and cov- 
ers lots of ground. He has a pair of 
clever hands and his throws to first are 
great. He fields cleanly. Herzog is no 
slouch, but he is not Gardner’s equal as 
a fielder and hitter. Herzog is by far 
the better base runner. 


The duccess. of Boston this st¢ason 
in in a large measure due to the work 
of Wagter at short and at bat.

Merkle 
is a young man, faster and a Dbet- 
ter fielder: hl is a better hitter 
than Merkle although both are clean- 
up men. Both infields work like ma- 
chines at their best: There is prob- 
ably no infield in baseball, save that 
of the Athletics, that can execute 
double plays with any greater speed 
and accuracy than these two com- 
binations. 
Boston's infield is a better hitting 
combination than that of the Giants, 
but it is not nearly so fast when 
once on the bases. The New York 
inflelders are demons once they get 
on. A fleeter four than Merkle 
Doyle, Fletcher and Herzog are not 
playing ball anywhere. Thus as the 
hitting of one offsets the base-run- 
ning of the other and the better left 
side of the Red Sox equalizes the 
right side of the Giants, I consider 
that toss up. 
There is no use trying to compare 
the eoutfields. Becker, Murray and 
Snodgrass are not im the same class 
as the Boston trio, either as hitters 
or fielders.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—Frank Chance 
either will be manager of the Chicago 
National League Baseball Club next 
year or will sever his connection with 
the team altogether.

“I did say to Murphy on Aug. 15,’’ sald 
Chance, ‘‘that I did not wish to manage the 
Cubs after this year, as my health was: so 
poor. In reply to this Murphy said, ‘I would 
rather have you manage them sick than any- 
one else well. I believe you can be cured and 
won't take your final answer until after the 
season closes.’ 

On Road to Recovery. 

“Since my operation I feel much better, the 
doctors tell me I will be as good as ever next 
year. Consequently it is up to Murphy 
whether I manage the team next yéar. How- 
ever, he must give me either a contract as 
manager or my absolute release. 

“Above all things, if I do continue to man- 
age the Chicago team I shall continue to pro- 
tect my bailplayers against unjust accusa- 
tions, as I did when they were champions of 
the world.’’ 

Chance left on the Twentieth Century Lim- 
ited and intends to resume his duties as 
manager of the Cubs for the brief remainder 
of the season.

The revision of the ‘registration

sons absent from St. Louis on the 
registration days will be added to the 
lists on Oct. 30, the only day on whicn 
these changes’ can be made. 

Five hundred. “suspect notices” 
mailed to persons”~.who were not 
found when the clerks made a canvass 
of the registration have beén returned 
to the Board of Election Commission- 
ers, not having been located bythe 
mail carriers. These names will bé 
stricken from the lists on the day of 
revisi@n unless the persons named | 
verify their right to vote. 

The names of several hundred stu- 
dents of various schools and colleges 
in St. Louis, but whose homes are else- 
where, are on the registration books, 
but their right to vote has. not 


will render a dectsion on revision day 
whether the temporary residence here 
during a college course entitle the 
students to vote. The Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners has instructed the 
judges that students who make affi- 
davits that they have made St. Louis 
their permanent home and have re- 
sided here at least a year are entitled 
to vote here.

There is a diversity of opinion as t» ) 
the reason the registration this year 
shows so small an increase over the 
last general registration in 1908. The 
registration four years ago was 155,- 
739. This year the total number of 
names on the books is 155,902, an in- 
creese of oniyv 143 in four vears. 

“The registration demonstrates 
that St. Louis is not growing,” Elec- 
tion Commissioner Kortjohn told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 
“The registration was fair and there 
is an unusual amount of interest 
taken in the national issues and can- 
didates this year. The small in- 
crease in four years can only be ac- 
counted for by the fact that the city 
is standing still as far as gaining in 
poprlation is con¢erned.”’

| Widely Known Handicapper Was 
for Years on the Staff of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


Richard D. Walsh, newspaper man, 
a leader in the Gaelic revival move- 
ment and horse-racing expert, died 
at the city sanitarium yesterday after 
an illness of 18 months. 

Walsh was about 55 years old. He 
came to America in the early 80s.

lege, Dublin. His first employment 
was as a clerk in the offices of the 
National Tube Co. in Chicago.
